Class History 


Sept. 1963: We entered Eastglen as the lowest form of high-school life— Frosh. We 
shall never forget Frosh Welcome Week. It introduced us to the Student Union, to clubs and 
athletics, and to pep rallies. Many can recall being burdened with a Senior’s books or mea- 
suring the hall with a six-inch ruler. So went Frosh Week. Button Bufoonery made us full- 
fledged Eastglenities. Eastglen athletics did well that year. The junior football team won 
the City Championship, the senior boys’ basketball team placed second. 

L’il Abner’s Leap, Frosty Frolic, a variety show — ‘'1984’’, a hootenanny in support 
of our foster child, the Yearplay, ‘‘Dumbell People in a Barbell World’’, were highlights of 
our first year’s social life. AU.N. Day, S.U. Revolution, Careers Day, our new Pool, and 
Student Union elections helped to make our first year a memorable one. 


1964: We returned to Eastglen as sophomores — eager to torment Frosh, but indiffer- 
ent to the fact that such things as Seniors existed. 

School spirit realiy accelerated that year. Sophs excelled in athletics and sprang up 
as leaders in student publications, clubs, and Student Council. 

Our Drama department expressed its competence with ‘‘Liliom’’. Other events included 
Beat Bop Beanie Bash Ball, Kickapoo Kaper, Cupid’s Carousel, a Christmas Concert and a 
hootenanny. 

Athletics shone that year. Senior girls’ basketball team, junior football team, and 
swim team placed second in City standings. For the first time in history our senior boys’ 
track team brought a cup to Eastglen. 

Our sophomore year saw the revival of cheerleaders, the introduction of Leadership 
Training classes, and a monthly discussion block. 


1965: ‘‘Aren’t the Frosh short this year?’’ Yes, that was us as we returned as Sen- 
iors. Aloofly we regarded the Frosh and were rather disappointed that we couldn’t remove 
ties and chokers as easily as the beanies of last year. 

Ties and chokers? Yes, this year Eastglen adopted the Klondike theme. A very suc- 
cessful Klondike Day was held in January. This theme also displayed itself in our ice sta- 
tue for Muk-Luk Mardi Gras — a paddle wheeler steamboat. 

Other innovations this year were the bookstore, boy/girl of the month, and fall Grad- 
uation exercises. 

Our senior boys surprised us by coming close to winning a spot in the city basketball 
finals. We looked forward to great things from our swim, soccer, badminton and track teams. 
The Drama department produced two fine plays: ‘‘l Remember Mama” and ‘‘Blithe 
Spirit’’. And remember the fun we had at the Frosh Dance, Dog Patch Stomp and Red Romp? 

And yet our history is not finished. But whatever path we follow in the future, we, 
the Graduating Class of 1966, will always remember and treasure these, our high-school 


memories.
